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Your Right to Know

Several years ago in 
Pennsylvania, a girl was 
brutally murdered in her 
dormitory room. This 
horrible act of violence 
created outrage within her 
family and outraged 
parents and students across 
the United States. Con- 
cerned parents wondered 
how such a thing could 
happen? Was there 
enough security? How can 
they avoid such violence in 
the future? Their persis- 
tence and aggressiveness 
helped push through a 
major safety act to be 
enforced by colleges and 
universities around the 
United States. This act is 
called the “Student Right - 
to-Know and Campus 
Security Act". 

There are three major 
parts to the "Student Right- 
to-Know and Campus 
Security Act.” They 
include: the school must 
provide the completion rate 
of graduating students and 
any other outcome that 
could occur to ALL STU- 
DENTS at the institution. 
Secondly, the school must 
provide the academic 
success rate of students 
receiving financial assis- 
tance based upon their 
PARTICIPATION IN 
INTERCOLLEGIATE SPORTS 
and provide information of 
revenue being spent upon 
ATHLETIC ACTIVITIES. 
Thirdly, the Act states that 
the school must report 
upon any CRIME STATIS- 
TICS AND CAMPUS SECU- 
RITY POLICIES. 

Part one of this Act, 
called Section 103, states , 



that all colleges and 
universities beginning on 
July 1 , 1991 , must keep 
track of graduation rates 
and how many students 
complete the program. 
These results must be 
made available totally by 
July I, 1993. These results 
will be made available to 
anyone that wishes to 
have them. They will be 
available for public use. 

On August 1 , 1991 , 
Congress will be presented 
information as to how 
desirable it is to make this 
information available to 
students. This information 
includes such things as: 
graduation rates, comple- 
tion rates, area of aca- 
demic study, the particular 
school, pass rates, em- 
ployment rates by gradu- 
ates, and any other 
outcomes that could be 
used. 

Part two of this Act, 
called Section 104, states 
that the higher education 
institution must make 
available yearly the 
statistics of completion or 
graduation rates of all 
students that are involved 
in its athletic program and 
who receive athletic aid. 
These results will be given 
according to race and 
gender. Certain sports will 
require separate statistics. 
The Institution will begin 
to collect information on 
July 1, 1991 and make this 
information available to 
potential athletes by July 1 , 
1992. Two-year colleges 
will have to make this 
information available as 
well. Also to be made 



available by April 1 , 1991 , 
will be where revenue is 
being received and where it 
is being spent per sport. 

Part three of this Act entails 
information concerning 
campus security and crime 
statistics. This portion of the 
Act, listed under Sections 
203 and 204, states that on 
September 1 , 1991 , all 
higher education institutions 
must begin gathering 
information on crime statis- 
tics at that particular school. 
All crime acts or acts of 
violence must be included in 
this information. This data 
must be ready to go to print 
and be handed out to anyone 
requesting this information. 

"Avila is in a fairly secure 
location, but precautions 
should be made at all times. 
Lock your car, keep your ears 
and eyes open. Don’t leave 
your purses or backpacks 
unattended," states Dr. Ron 
Frigault, Assistant Dean for 
Student Affairs. 

No matter where you are, 
you must be aware at all 
times. A crime could happen 
at any time and you must 
keep alert. “We are here for 
your safety,” states Al 
Lefman, security guard at 
Avila College. "If anything 
substantial happens, please 
call. We are here seven days 
a week," says Lefman. 

If there is anything you feel 
needs to be reported, please 
contact Ron Frigault in the 
Student Affairs Office. All 
information will be kept 
strictly confidential. The idea 
of this information is not to 
scare you but to make you 
think. Anyone can be a

victim, anywhere; this is 
what Avila wants to 
prevent. 

The following are a few 
emergency tips for anyone 
on the Avila campus: The 
security officer carries a 
pager at all times. This 
pager number is 757-7236. 
When you call you must 
leave a message on the 
pager; include such informa- 
tion as to where you are, 
your name, what you need, 
etc. The Security Officer will 
be there as soon as pos- 
sible. "Please do not call 
the pager if you really are 
not in need of assistance, 
prank calls take up time and
